. „ - o --- -. ( soil pear the surface, with ibe aid of warmth, 

E had no s^ery great idea that anything - moisture crid air, it germinates or sprout«, 



but fun would result ; and I certainly had 
not the fclrghicst action of involving myself 
in a personal collision wilh any one. Siil! 
the presentiment that it was not destined to 
ho all a barren joke, pressed upon me. ,On 
Saturday iho ndvertisemeni appeared, and I 
heard iu style canvassed by all my friend*, 
nnd il was jokingly stated by more limn one 
that I was iho rloineslicflJIy destitute indivi- 
dual who put il forth.

(Jae hlllc shool, called a rorfale, grows down 
ward, and scuds forth branching roots. . An- 
other shool, calletf a plumule, slarts upward 
towards the light, At first these shoots are 
uodrhhed by the subUance or meat of the 
seed, ff-ii afterward, iLa roots, or leaves, or 
both, gather food froA the air. 

As last as food is obtained ?od appropriated 
the plant iacn-asea in si^e, and constantly 
sends out 'new leaves and new rqollets.

The spire 
of gross or of graio gets its food, circuhtts its 
sap, and increases iu bulk, as does Its apple 
Utt or oak.

simitar. mincer. " If wo carefully vratb away 
the foil around a stalk of gfotviri* corn, or the 
ba?e of n tree, we shall find the' roots subdivi- 
ded iDto smaller RDJ-inialier branches, .tinttl 
(hey terminate io an.immeota number of mi 
nolo fibers (many mtllioos on each plant) , (he 
smaller ones being too minute tobuzcen-wilb- 
oul a magnifying glass, Tfcc, roots dr^vr in 
water or sap from (he soil, and carry it to ih? 
hate ofthe&lcm. This water or Mp con* 
lains d;«olved matter, which lakes part in the 
nourithmeat of ths plant. The roots serve 
not only. to gainer eap, but they also aUecu 
the plant lo the soil, aod sustain it in an up- 
right position.- 

Ttift roots converge at or near ihe surface 
of Ihe ground, and form the stent or trunk. 
This consists essentially of long fibres close- 
ly packed together, wilh conliguous cells ex* 
tending from the roots up to ihe leaves. The 
branches or limbs arc only tubiH^isions of lbs 
trunk itself* , 

The leavst are realty ao expansion of the 

itc-atn abote, jutt as the fo 7 5ts are ntt expan- 
sion of its lower end. The frame work of 
the leaves, is made up of a terious of colls 
packed' together, in two layers— an upper aad 
lower one— and covered over with a Ihin layer, 
or epvlermis. 

It was formerly supposed that Ihe food of 
Ihe plant came from the grouod. This is a 
mistake. The greater part of (he plants food 
comesfrom the air. [Just how much comes 
from the soil, and how nvjcb'froin the air, and 
whether the food is maioly carried into the 
plant through the leaves, or chiefly through 
the roots, dissolved in rain water, arc points 
upon which scientific men differ. These are 
important questions, for ilpon them depend the 
theory and practice of manuring, the best 
kindi and fofms cct.} 

illustrations. — 1st. A few feet, of soil, 
made up chiefly of clay^ and sand, will bear a 
majestic tree, containing many cords of wood 
in which .arc scores of bushels of charcoal. 
This wood and this charcoal could not bare 
come from the few feet of clay and sand. 2. A 
few pounds of grass iced on ao acre of loam 
(sand and clay) will yield ton after ton of bay 
without diminishing the soil in bulk. In fact 
the .soil is increased somewhat. This hay can- 
not come from the soil. The truth is, th$ 
great bulk of trees, of hay, or corn, and of 
alt other plants,contet from tite, air, 3rd 
When a log or a heap of manure rols. or 
when wood and coal buip up, ihey are not 
annihilated* ; but their little particles go off 
into the air, one by one, and float about unseen 
These separate parlic'es arc each so small 
that we can neither see Iht-m depart, nor see 
them e"f|er ihey are io the air. Nor can we 
•ee Ihern as they are again gathered by the 
leaves, or by rata water, until a great number 
are united together in the plant, fjm it U 
neverlheless true that new plants are thai 
made up of the very materials of which other 
Ihe process of deccy elrid new" grow lb goes en 
in one continuous round. 

These general observations will be found 
useful in discussing what kinds of manures to 
use, and how to apply them, which.- we shall 
talk about hereafter. 
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HOW SHALL WE STOCK GKOUSD 
WITH GHASS. 

The common practice itt New England 
has been to seed do'-vn with oats in the spring, 
sowing about a peek of herd^rass or 'red-top 
and ten or twelve pounds of clover, seed to 
the acre, after the oats wore harrowed io. — • 
The advantage of this course was supposed 
to lie in the saving of labor in plowing, aud 
in the ehadtug of tho grew, while the plauts 
were youo.if. It was Ihousjht that the plants 
would be damaged, by haying the full power 
of the sun upon them in .-ummer. If the 
koJ v;as not town in the spring, it was some- 
times w.vn v.ii'i rye in the fall. ., 

Neither of the.-i reasons Ls satitfaetory. — 
Plowing is a great advantage to all good land, 
and if the oat-field were to be plowed up 
to fit it for grass crop the last of August, 
it would result in a much better grass crop 
than .it is possible to get by Epring sov.ing 
with bats, or any other grain. The grain 
shad Cf "the grass rjuite too much. The grain 
i.i to the £ra&> what v, ■;>■■.] - are to any lioed 
crop. Many of tl<<s gms seeds and pUnls 
die, or arc stunted so that they will never 
grow stion'?- Every one notices among tho 
oat stubble, p:tlchco where the. seed has not 
taken. Tho youn?. herds and clover have 
been smothered. 'J'he evil U made woise iu 
fields that have not had clean ti'Ia^e. The 
weeds start vigorously after tho oats cotue 
off, co that the graS-j-'iS get very litllo hold the 
Grit season." It not-u'iifrcrjucnlly happens 
that a crop of wormwood is taken off after 
the oats, leaving a few feeble graS3 plants in 
October, as the Etock for the year. . 

We have sown b.erdssrrass in tho spring 
and tajteri a crop off in July, and wo arc ful- 
ly persuaded that the hotter way of stocking 
meadows is to. give the grass full.po^ssiori 
of the land,' when it is eowox , Tho plants 
then have all the advantage of a fresh, looze. 
soil, and tho sunshine. -.They take rcot im- 
mediately, and soon make top enough tu pre- 
lect their rools from tho heat of summer. — 
The best months for sowing gra?s. seed, are 
cither March or April, in the sprint.', or from 
the loth of August to lhe.l2tli of.Scplem- 
ber in the fall. If oats aro raised as the crop 
lo precede grass, we would plow (ho land again 
aud manure with compost early in* Septem- 
ber, and sow with gra?.j seed alone. . The 
plants will l<o well rooted up before winter 
sets in, and will not ba very liablo to win- 
ter-kill. — Homestead. - ■-•-'

level ground, stand Colonel Dcr.ison's troop 
of Volunteer Cavalry, nnd very eoldier-like 
they seem in their uniforms of blue and sil- 
ver.

The Prince's carriage with foar bay horses 
drew up lo the platform, His Royal Highness 
stepped in, followed by the Pule of Newcas- 
tle, the Governor and Karl St Gcrman3, the 
cavalry escort took their places in good style.

Had it been kndwn that the Prince would 
enter after night fall, there would have been 
no want of light. His arrival at that time 
was unexpected and no preparations had been 
ii.p.de. The lime fixed for the illumination 
was eiglst o'clock which had not arrived. — 
Aud great was the hurry-scurrying of the 
gas men lo hasten the Jbhting up. They 
only p:irti:.lly succeeded.
